With elev en mo re names itlian nec­ 
essary , the p etitio n fo r a lo cal o p tio n 
electio n u nder the new Pro cto r law 
was p resented to the co u nty co m­ 
missio ners this mo rning at their reg­ 
u lar Febru ary meeting and 'they call­ 
ed an electio n fo r the last day o f 
this mo nth, Febru ary twenty -eight, 
the day o n which the co u nty beco mes 
“ au to matically ” “wet,” acco rding to 
ithe p r. v isio ns o f the new law. There 
was no o p p o sitio n to the calling o f 
the electio n. Atto rney s fo r bo th the 
“ wets” and the “dry s” agreed that 
the day was v ery satisfacto ry . 
The p etitio n, co ntaining 37 7 names 
was filed in the au dito r’s o ffice late 
Satu rday ev ening. 
The Pro cto r law 
p ro v ides that twenty p er cent o f the 
v o ters in the u nit in which the elec­ 
tio n is to be held, the v o te o f the sec­ 
retary o f State at the last general 
electio n taken as a basis, shall sign 
the p etitio n to call an electio n. 
The 
“ dry s” here were u nable to determine 
(the nu mber o f v o ters in Ru shv ille at 
the last general 
electio n, so 
they 
fo u nd twenty p er cent o f the v o ters 
in Ru shv ille 
to wnship at the 
last 
general electio n, and set abo u t *to get 
that nu mber 
n the p etitio n. 
The 
twenty p ercent amo u nted to 36 6 , bu t 
the “dry s” were able t>o get 37 7 be­ 
fo re it was time to file the p etitio n 
Satu rday night. 
t 
It was ru mo red 011 the streets late 
Satu rday afterno o n that the “dry s” 
had failed in the attemp t to get the re­ 
q u ired nu mber and wo u ld file the p e­ 
titio n any way ev en if the nu mber was 
sho rt. 
Bu t reassu ring rep o rts were 
sent o u t fro m 'the “dry ” headq u ar­ 
ters to the effect that they wo u ld no t 
fail. Thev made a final effo rt Satu r­ 


day afterno o n and easily fo u nd the 
nu mber necessary to co mp ly with the 
p ro v isio ns o f the law. 
It had been 
rep o rted 
that 
the 
“wets” intended to make a fight o n 
the calling o f the electio n, bu t the 
ru mo red war clo u r did no t arise. The 
actio n o n the p etitio n was the first 
o rder o f bu siness this mo rning, when 
the co mmissio ners co nv ened. 
The 
“dry s” and their atto rney s were o n 
hands ready fo r wo rk bright 
and 
early , bu tt the “wets” did no t p u t in 
their ap p earance. 
So o n after the co mmissio ners had 
set the date and the “dry s” had said 
that it was 
satisfacto ry with them, 
atto rney s 
fo r the “wets” ap p eared 
Co nltnued o n p age 4.

The peo ple of the United States 
co nsume half their own weight in su ­ 
gar every year. This 
may 
seem a 
startling statement, bu t if we tak e 
the qu antity of su gar produ ced in the 
United States and add to this qu anti­ 
ty brou ght from onr own islands and 
the qu antity imported from foreign 
cou ntries, and su b-tract therefrom 
the amou nt exported, we get a grand 
total of considerably more than sev­ 
en million pou nds consu med in the 
cou ntry; and by dividing the popu la­ 
tion into this grand total, we get an 
average of 81)4 pou nds per capita, 
speak ing in rou nd terms, for 1909. 
It is not assu med, of 
cou rse, that 
each person 
necessarily 
consu mes 
su gar equ al to one-half his individu al 
weight; 
bu t tak ing the total con­ 
su mption and comparing it with the 
total popu lation in the section k nown 
as continental 
United 
States, 
the

is fou nd to he abou t 81)4 pou nds per 
capita.

That there will be some disappoint­ 
ed applicants for liqu or licenses goes 
withoivt saying, for the nu mber of 
applicants is going to be far in ex­ 
cess of the nu mber of saloons re­ 
qu ired by law and it is also safe to 
say that svrno will be tu rned down 
becau se of u nfitness. 


Viewed from the standpoint of milk 
produ ction, 
the 
legu mes 
(clover, 
cow-peas, soy-beans, etc.) 
mu st be 
assigned 
first 
rank . 
After 
these 
come grain fodders, corn and sor­ 
ghu m fodders, and 
fodders 
from 
grasses. 
Rye and wheat straw are of little 
valu e in mak ing milk , oat straw is 
better, and good bright pea straw is 
still more valu able. When fodder i- 
scaree, these may be fed to advan­ 
tage if ru n throu gh a cu tting box and 
mixed with cu t hay. 
Among legu mes, hay fu riiisehd by 
alfalfa, any of the clovers, cow-peas, 
soy-beans and vetches, are excellent 
for produ cing milk when these are 
cu t. Alfalfa shou ld be cu t for su ch 
feeding when only a few blossoms 
are formed, clover 
when 
in 
fu ll 
bloom, and eow-peas, soy-beans and 
vetches when the first pods are fil- 
ling. 
The su ccu lent foods, su ch as man­ 
gels, su gar beets and carrots are nec­ 
essary where maximu m milk yield are 
to be attained. 
When 
choosing 
contentrates the 
aim shou ld be to select them so that 
when fed along with the rou ghage on 
lrand, they 
will be in 
approximate 
balance. 
When good clover, hay . r alfalfa 
is being fed to cows in milk , anyone 
of the following grain su pplements 
will give satisfactory resu lts: Corn- 
meal and wheat bran, equ al parts by 
weight. 
Cornmeal, wheat bran and 
grou nd oats in proportions of 2, 1, 
and 1 parts. Corn meal, wheat bran 
and cottonseed meal in the propor­ 
tions of 2, 1, and .1 pajrts. 
Whether 
cornmeal or corn and eob-meal is fed 
is not very material. 
Barley meal may be fed instead of 
corn. 
It is preferable to feed meal 
admixed with cu t fodders. The mas­ 
tication that 
follows will 
then be 
more thorou gh and 
the 
digestion 
more complete.

The bill in trod uced first in the sen ­ 
ate provid in g for the acceptan ce of the 
Dr. R obert W. Lon g gift for hospital 
purposes, as am en d ed in the houso by 
ad d in g a m ain ten an ce fun d , has passed 
both houses. 
Among the measures 
which have passed the sen ate are the 
“third d egree” bill, directed against 
extortin g confessions by means of 
th reats or punishment; the bill au­ 
thorizin g a tax lev y for the establish­ 
ment and maintenance of play grounds, 
public, comfort stations and public 
lath s in Indianapolis.
